In his trip the secretary touched 
upon every large city of importance, 
going as ta r as Boston. 
A number of 
cities visited are Bot considered good 
m arkets, while others take the bulk 
of tho trade. 
He 
succeeded in es­ 
tablishing some of tile best men as 
exclusive representatives for the as­ 
sociation in their district. 
He found 
th at brokers and Jobbers keep them­ 
selves well 
posted 
on 
California 
crops, still it was necessary for ii im 
to correct certain erroneous impres­ 
sions. 
R etailers are 
practically ig­ 
norant. 
The chain 
by 
which 
California 
dried fruit reaches the consum er is 
represented by the producer, the lo­ 
cal buyer, the Pacific Coast packer 
or broker, his agent in the East, i. e 
the E astern broker, tim jobber and 
the w holesaler, who may tie one or 
two persons as it happens, the sales­ 
m an, and finally tin* retailer and then 
the consum er 
In the association deal the produc­ 
er puts his fruit directly into the 
hands of the Eastern broker, 
and 
cuts hut a few links 
of 
the 
long 
chain. 
The biggest profit per iiound 
is m ade by the retailer, 
who deals 
the fruit out in lots of one to tiiree 
pounds. 
W ith 
present 
comm ercial 
channels of trade the producer can­ 
not reach the consum er by any di 
rect route. 
E astern 
brokers 
are 
entirely 
friendly to 
the 
associations, 
and 
w ere perfectly willing to discuss the 
situation frankly. 
They believe that 
during the next few m onths the m ar 
kets would take all the crop th at is 
left. 
The secretary found practically 
no supply of apricots 
in the East. 
due to the small crop, the com para 
tively large export, 
and 
the 
high 
price at which growers are holding, 
which had cut off the early specula­ 
tive demand whenever 
prices 
art 
low. 
Jobbers are 
supplying them ­ 
selves only as tim actual 
demaud 
com es from tile consumer, and this lh 
from February to nearly June 
He 
found other dried fruits high in price, 
and compared with these the price 
on apricots could not be considered 
high. 
For early sales, however, the 
fruit m ust be sold at early 
m arket 
prices. 
The dried apricot 
business 
lias been considered 
so 
far as a 
speculative business. 
It m ust be the 
grow ers’ aim to put 
it on a solid 
basis. 
He found our pack, the Dia­ 
mond Brand, superior to any he had 
the opportunity of seeing, 
and be 
lleved that it 
would 
sell 
readily 
along-slde of any other as soon as it 
becam e known. 
He read a few letters 
from our 
E astern agents in which they urge 
the association to be firm ou prices, 
since, everything considered,
